American Deserted Post in 
French Colony 


Extreme Penalty Unlikely 
for Bennett Doty 


Prisoner Kept in Citadel of 


Middle Ages 


DAMASCUS (Syria) June 18. 
Bennett J. Doty. the American who 
fought with the French Foreign Le- 
gion in Syrla, but deserted, “not 
through cowardice, but esick- 
ness,” as he puts it, is awaiting trial 
by court-martial. Assurances have 
been given, however, that he stands 
in no danger of suffering the ex- 
treme penalty, which the military law 
provides for desertion, as extenuating 
circumstances have arisen and officials 
of the United States have used every 
effort for clemency in his behalf. 

Doty ts confined in the citadel built 
in the thirteenth century, the wall of 
which averazes eight to ten feet {n 
thickness. He seems well off in one 
respect, as the citadel is much cooler 
than the city of Damascus, where the 
temperature is between 100 and 105 
der. Fahr. in the shade. 

“There is no dampness here.” Doty 
told a correspondent of the Associa- 
ted Press. Doty is a native of Bilos!. 
Miss., but enlisted under the name of 
Gilbert Clare of Memphis, Tenn, in 
the Foreign Legion, where he had a 
record for bravery. 

According to his tale yesterday he 
became discouraged and overcome by 
acute homesickness he quit his post.

nality. One of these, even more striking 
in the way of innovation than Mussolini 
and his Fascisti in Italy, is the super 
dictatorship established by Marshal Pil- 
sudski in Poland. It is unique in govern- 
mental forms; but it is a powerful’ infiu- 
ence in Central and Eastern Europe, and 
while the methods used may be disparaged, 
the evident intent of its founder is highly 
commendable. 
Marshal Pilsudski is the Polish Roose- 
velt; but he is Roosevelt as the “man on 
horseback” who has ridden down constitu- 
tional forms in order to attain his goal. 
Pilsudski has done what so many editors 


teared Roosevelt would attempt to do on 


his return from Africa. He has assumed 
the functions of destiny. He is the final 
arbiter; and when he speaks it is with the 
shriek. of shell and the clash of arms. 

Pilsudski can point with pride to his 
record as a Polish patriot. Like Roose- 
velt, he rose to power by the way of mil! 
tary service. At one time he was a gen- 
eral in the Russian army. He fought ably 
and loyally for the Allied cause and for 
- freedom of his native land in the World 


When the Polish republic was estab 


lished Pilsudski was chosen President. He 
organized the defense of Poland against 
the soviet invasion of 1920 and his success 


of the immortals. x 

At the expiration of his term he surren- 
dered all executive authority, but he re 
mained the first citizen of the Polish re- 
public. Likewise he was, and is, the idol 
of the Polish army. The troops that fol- 


mingle in the political of his 
people as a kind of Nestor. He sternly 
condemned men and measures that were 
to him displeasing; and when his attitude 


was “thumbs down” a government fell. 


Only two months ago he gave an inter 
view in which he denounced the existing 
Cabinet and demanded that the Prime Min- 
ister should retire and the President re- 


day the regular troops were in ope: revolt. 
The high officers demanded that Pilsudsk! 
should place himself at the head of the 
troops and “drive the rascals out.” 
Pilsudski accepted, and within twenty- 
four hours the President and the Cabinet 
were fugitives. Pilsudski named the suc- 
ceeding Cabinet. The temporary Presiden- 
cy was offered to him, but he declined to 
accept. He is a dictator who does not care 
for executive authority, who has a dislike 
for the duties involving upon high office. 
To him governments are only puppets. 
He prefers to be the man behind the scenes 
who pulls the strings. There is no parallel 
in history for such a dictatorship and in 
this he is strictly a product of modern 
times. He is of no party and his only po- 
sition is a kind of minister of war emeri- 
tus. But he ts a commanding figure in 
Eastern Europe. His influence extends 
from the Baltic to the Black Sea. 
Moreover, Pilsudski is the most formid- 
able enemy to soviet Russia in Europe. He 
condemns Bolshevisism in theory and in 
practice; and he is now engaged in organ- 
izing a confederation of the smaller Euro- 
pean states from the northern to the south- 
ern seas to present a united front to so- 
vietism and the soviets. 
Unlike Mussolini, who is inclined to be 
bombastic, Pilsudski is a man of silence. 
He speaks little; but when he moves, 100, 
000 Polish troops in solid squadrons follow 
him. And it is very possible that, until 
the Poles have learned to govern them- 
selves, such a character is necessary to 


steer the ship of state through storm and 


shoal. 

As for the dictatorship that he has es- 
tablished, it is best explained by the an- 
swer Henry Watterson once gave when 
asked if he could justify lynching.

Tree-trimming may be “legiti- 
mate and indispensable” for power-line 
clearance; but the public has a right to 
demand that it be “intelligently” adminis- 
tered. 

Nothing will more greatly affect the pow- 
er companies in time than tree butchery. 
Denuded mountains will be barren and un- 
attractive to clouds. 

We may try to make up for it by build- 
ing huge dams in the canyons instead of 
coaxing the trees to grow on the summits 
and in the streets, However, nothing can 
take the place of forests to retain the silt 
and retain the rains round about the moun- 
tains. 

European cities surpass American cen- 
ters of population in having trees in the 
streets. We have not lacked and hence 
have not learned the worth of a tree. We

GRAND JURY REPORT 


Analysis of the grand jury's report on | 


the Supervisors and the Hall of Justice 
shows that the action of the inquisitorial 
body fell far short of the hopes of the Par 
rot-Cryer group of City Hall politicians 


which had hoped to be able to use the 


grand jury to further their own purposes. 

Nothing was found to justify indictments 
or even informations. The worst charge 
laid against the members of the board was 
that the Hall of Justice cost $6,830,000 in- 
stead of $6,480,000, or 5 per cent more than 
it could have been erected for had a com- 
prehensive building plan been made for 
it in advance. 


In this connection it will be recalled that 
the original plan for the building was that 
it should be merely a five-story addition to 
the old County Jail building. After -plans 
for this structure had been made came re- 
peated and insistent demands on the part 
of the public and of other county depart- 
ments for additional housing space. To 
the e demands were due no less than three 
alterations and enlargements of the orig- 
inal scheme. For none of these changes 
of plan were the Supervisors in any way 
responsible, nor could they have bean fore- 


j seen and provided for. That the board was 


enabled, under these circumstances, to 
erect the final Hall of Justice for a sum 
within 6 per cent of complete efficiency 
would seem to the average person conver- 
sant with the erection of public buildings 
to be a reason for congratulation rather 
than condemnation. Few such structures 
can show a better record. Certainly the 
city administration, which confesses its in- 
ability to estimate its revenues within 10 
per cent, can find little to cavil at therein. 
That the building should have included 
structural errors—albeit of a minor and 
easily remediable nature—is regrettable, 
but, under the circumstances of building, 
no more than was to be expected. 


The public will scarcely agree with any 
criticism of the Supervisors for using tax 
funds rather than bond money for the build- 
ing work. We have mortgaged our future 
for so many things, some of which will be 
used up long before they are paid for, that 
to find one body of public officials operat- 
ing on the “pay-as-you-go” system is a dis- 
tinct relief. 

The Times has previously declared its 
confidence in the present Board of Super- 
visors as the ablest body which has ever 
administered the enormous business of Los 
Angeles county: It has not yet had occa- 


son to change that opinion. Certainly it 


does not believe that any improvement can 
be effected by permitting the Parrot group 
of politicians, sponsors of the original at- 
tacks upon the board, to elect a new board 
or a majority of one.
